They 
wondered what happened to the skin when a doctor pushes a 
needle into it. When they found out, their curiosity turned

“With more widespread 
awareness, however, the very 
hivh Incidence of detached 
portions of skin (getting trans- 
planted deeper into the body) 
may be correlated with patho- 
logical = (sickening) processes,” 
they reported. 

That was their purposc—to 
pread mwarcness among doctors, 
They were struck both by what 
they had found and by 10 
scientist having been very 
curlous about the fate of punc- 
tured skin before.

UK Motorists 
Dislike 

Their Super 
Highway 


London. 
RITISH motorists, who 
rarely drive faster than 
about 50 miles an hour, ap- 
parently are scared of using 
the country’s first high- 


speed su highway, traffic 
surveys Indicated. 

An Automobile Owners’ 
Association sajd a slump tn 
sraffic on the eight-mile Preston 
bypass only three weeks after it 
was  officlully opened could 
nian that this country’s drivers 
ure not yet ready to go fast. 

The bypass was widely 
publicised as a high-speed road 
when It wag opened, and the 
‘rst automobiles to use it were 
eyually well-publicised sports 
curs, many of which topped 100 
miles an hour, 


High-Speed 

But all the talk of high-speed 
driving apparently has made 
most drivers fear that they must 
xo fast whether they want to 
cr not, 

Transport Ministry officials 
sald the road was carrying 
much less traffic than was ¢x- 
pected. Only 660 vehicles used 
ft in each direction last week. 

A spokesman for one of the 
National Automobile Assocla- 
tions said traffic on other roads 
wos reasonably heavy, “but the 
figures on the motorway show 
that it was not being used for 
the pttctical purpose of getting 
from one place to another. The 
figures rise (on weekendy) be- 
couse leisure drivers use it just 
tor the experience of high-specd 


But on working duys, the 
revetso applies. 


A police spokesman said that 
most drivers “secm to think 
they must rece along at 40-mph 
plus.” Ho added: “They don* 
seem to reallee that 
cruise at 30 if they don’t want 
to go faster. All that matters 
is that they kepp moving. And 
they heve just as much right on 
the road."

Christian Sclence 
gives no positive place to suffer 
ing which, nevertheless, must 
always be at the heart of the 
Christian gospel in which the 
Cross of Christ 1s central.” 

‘And the Methodist leader, Dr 
Leslie Weatherhead, ~complains 
that while Mrs Eddy spoke of 
the insplred words of the Bible 
she altered texts to suit her case. 

He admits, however, that “the 
power of mind over pody is such 
that again and again the treat- 
ment of the Christian Science 
healer, {in spite of the foulty 
philosophy, has brought health."

The First Tourists 


TPOURISTS have always been very free with their criticisms 
; of Hongkong. | should imagine that few cities are so 
frecly discussed. But in the far-off days before travel became 
the free and easy. affair it is now, there were tourists who 
included Hongkong in their itinerary. And upon their departure, 
they became oxtremely fluent with their tongues and pens. 

I have referred often-to' the disreputable characters of some of our 
early residents, and of their seeking asylum here under a milder juris- 
diction than awaited them in their home towns. 

The correspondent for the illustrated London News, who visited 
Honekong in 1857, was most rude. Speaking of that neighbourhood we 
call West Point, he said: “Typing-shan is decidedly picturesque in an 
artistic way, containing as it docs all the ‘throw-outs’ of South China; but 
as there ts a price on their heads, the study of that interesting locality be- 
comes less fascinating.”

; HE morning after the raid on St Nazaire in 


1942 it seemed that this heroic and costly 
exploit (25 per cent dead among the picked per- 
sonnel) had been something less than a success. 


For once it wag a raid with 
a strategic purpose: to destroy 
the great Normandy Dock 50 
that 1t could not be used by the 
‘Jirpitz, Germany's, ond the 
world's, most powerful battle- 
ship, o3 a bolt-hole after some 
utlack on Atlantic shipping. 


Escape chance 

{¢ the Tirpitz had to return 
to her Norwegian fjord after 
on solly, then her chance of 
escaping the British Navy would 
be greatly reduced. 

Immediately after the rald 
was over, the position was this: 
an old destroyer, the Campbel- 
town, hod rammed the gates of 
the dock, but the explosive 
charges fnside her had falled to 
detonate; the pumping station 
had been blown up, disabling 
the dock for a year; the British 
Commandos, after a_ violent, 
gallant battle ashore, had most- 
ly been rounded up. 

A magnificent coup, but as the 
German Intelligence oMfcer sald 
to Licut.Commander Beattle: 
“Your people obviously did not 
know what a hefty thing that 
lock-gate is. It was really use- 
less trying to’smash it with a 
filmsy destroyer.” : 

At that moment the glass from 
the window crashed on the floor. 
The whole of St Nazaire shook 
with on almighty explosion. 
Four hours after thelr due time, 
the fuses In the Campbeltown 
had done their work. 

“That, I hope, is the proof,” 
sald Beattie, “that we did not 
underestimate the strength of 
the gate.” 

After all, the St Nazaire raid 
had achieved its strategie pur- 
pose. The destroyer, with over 
100 German visitors aboard, 
went to her violent and: honour- 
able doom. The lock-gate ‘was 
smashed. 

Until her end in the fjord in 
the far north, the Tirpitz never 
preyed on the Atlantic convoy 
routes. 

How was it that the explosion 
occurred so long after the ex- 
treme limit of time expected? 
Nobody knows. 


But Lucas Phillips speaks of 
a legend persisting in St Nazaire 
that n° British  offleer—whom 
French workmen say they saw— 
went back on board the Camp- 
beltown and refired the quies- 
cent charges, killing himself in 
the process. 

“Lhe tinger of surmise” points 
at Captain W. H. Pritchard, a 
tall, tlery Welshman, The trou- 
ble Js that Pritchard’s body 
ies burled with those of his 
comrades in a cemetery nenr St 
Nazaire, 7 

Certainly it would be remark~ 
able if no legend were to grow 
up round an incldent so breath- 
tnkingly courageous as the St 
Nazaire raid. The daring, jm- 
probable exploit may have had 
a heroic, improbable climax. 

The story as told by Lucas 
Phillips is compiex and quite 
enthralling,

RDINARY pictures have 

only . two dimensions, 
length and width, You do 
not see the depth. In 
stereoptic pictures you see 
length, width,’and depth. 

How would you like to 
muke 3-D pictures? They 
are simple to make and you 
will have lots of fun. 

You necd two sheets of thick 
glass, ‘They should be at least 
one quarter of an inch — thick; 
four inches wide; and avout 
seven inches in length. Glass 
shelving or ylass trays will do 
the trick. 

Start with a simple jdea such 
as an automobile along a coun- 
try highway. Cut out a picture 
of an automobile from your 


newspaper or a magazine, You 
will next cut out a picture of a 
country roac, some trees, and 
even a man walking. 


kK OK: 


On the bottom face of your 
first ‘sheet of glass paste the 
picture of the country road. 
‘Then cn the top face of the 
stime shect of glass paste the 
picture of the automobile and a 
man Walking. ‘Then cover with 
‘he other sheet of glass. Look 
through it and at once you will 
have 2 real 3-D picture. Be- 
cause one picture is pasted 
awey from the other, you get 
the feeling of depth.

You can niso use thick sheets 
of clear plasti¢ instead of glass.
